Reagan to close San Quentin Prison

Reagan’s disclosure he will phase 
out the 120-year-old penal relic, 
where six persons died last August 
in a bold escape attempt, was the 
major surprise of his sixth annual 
stato-of-the-state address prepared 
for a joint session of the legislature 
The governor also came close to 
endorsing 
governm ent-aided 
catastrophic health insurance for 
“ truly 
disadvantaged” 
middle 
Californians who are “ too young for 
Medicare and too affluent for Medi­ 
cai. 
He did the same for no-fault 


Aerospace 
workers 
confused 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e F’ay 
Board, in turning down a contract 
for the first time, has left 250,000 
aerospace 
industry 
workers 
in 
confusion about the size of the raise 
they will eventually get. 
There was a move under way on 
the board today to attempt to 
impose an 8 per cent first-year 
settlement 
on 
the 
aerospace 
industry contracts — compared to 
the 12 per cent pay raise which the 
board rejected in two separate votes 
Wednesday. 
But the hve labor members on the 
15-man 
panel 
.said 
the 
unions 
involved —the United Auto Workers 
and the Machinists —should be 
allowed to go back to the bargaining 
table and try for a new settlement 
“ We’d like for the Pay Board at 
this point to keep its mouth shut. It’s 
done enough damage already,” said 
UAW . Vice 
P re s id e n t 
F^at 
Greathouse, an alternate member of 
the board. “ How can we sit in our 
ivory tower and tell those West 
Coast machinists what they ought to 
negotiate?” 


The two unions will hold a joint 
meeting in St. Louis Saturday to 
discuss the situation and in the 
meantime will be talking separately 
with aerospace company officials to 
try to see what can be worked out. 


While the labor members felt that 
the board’s authority did not extend 
beyond 
accepting 
or 
rejecting 
settlements, some of the five public 
members of the panel disagreed. 
Under the 8 per cent proposal they 
offered for consideration today pay 
hikes would be limited to 41.5 cents 
per 
hour, 
com pared 
to 
the 
negotiated increase of 51 cents an 
hour. 


Wednesday’s 
rejection 
of 
the 
aerospace settlement brought with 
it some of the strongest criticism 
yet from the labor segment of the 
board.

Reagan pledged an additional $65 
million for local schools— far short 
of what State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Wilson C. Riles 
has sought-and $98.5 million for 
salary increases of 5 per cent for 
regular state employes and 7 1-2 per 
cent for higher education faculty.

But he offered no specific program 
for what most legislators regard as 
their top priority of the 1972 session 
Reagan’s 3.500-word message was 
soft on hard rhetoric, contained few 
new

emphasized many of the programs 
he has failed to steer through past 
legislatures.

controlled legislature since the last 
state-of-the-state address a year ago 
Reagan was denied permission last 
March to present his welfare reform 
proposals to the full legislature 
Reagan said the state will “take 
the first step toward closing San 
Quentin I^rison” next July 
and 
abandon it entirelv bv the time he 


leaves office in three years 
“San Quentin, which once housed 
up to 5,000 inmates, will be held at 
an 
average 
population 
of 
1.500 
during the next fiscal year and we 
hope to close it completely by the 
end of 1974,” Reagan said 
The governor said the new $7 
billion-plus state budget he will 
submit next week “ will include 
funds for planning new maximum 
security facilities” 
He did not 
elaborate 
Aides said no specific 
locations have been selected. 
Reagan’s message offered few 
details on the abandonment of San 
Quentin—site of California’s gas 
chamber and death row—but his 
office did 
The plan at San Quentin, situated 
on the edge of San Francisco Bay 
near San Rafael, is to reduce the 


present inmate population ot 2,237 
by more than 700 next year This will 
be done by limiting new inmates to 
those who require security and 
transferring lesser security risks to 
other institutions. 


San Quentin now houses slightly 
more than one-tenth of California’s 
prison 
population, 
which 
is 
scattered throughout 13 institutions 
A 
much-publicized, 
federally- 
financed 
study 
last 
October 
recommended 
closing 
both 
San 
Quentin 
and 
Folsom 
prisons, 
contending “ they are not secure or 
safe Decent living conditions are 
almost unattainable m them And 
they are ugly and depressing ’ 


Reagan noted that after the San 
Quentin 
escape 
attempt, 
which 
resulted in the deaths of three 


g u ard s 
and 
th ree 
in m ates 
—including 
black 
revolutionary 
tieorge Jackson — the state hired 
405 more guards and other prison 
personnel He urged the legislature 
to appropriate enough money to 
retain them.

Veteran Third District Supervisor Daniel G. (irant. is stepping down from 
the Board of Supervisors this year it has been announced He will not be 
seeking further public office, according to friends 
There has been talk he was considering possibility of running for the 
Assembly, State Senate or Congress. 
Grant becomes the second board member to say he will refrain from 
seeking reelection in the June Primary this year. A year ago. First District 
Supervisor George H. Clyde served notice he won’t be in the running tor 
reelection this year 
Grant’s decision to give up the county post he has held following his first 
election in June, 1%0. comes at a time when he would be facing a strenuous 
battle for reelection for the first time, Courthouse followers point out He 
has faced little or no opposition in previous campaigns, but there has been 
talk of a host of candidates eager to battle him for the job this year 
Grant’s plan to withdraw from the board means that within a few years 
the majority of its present five members presumably will have departed. 
Not only Clyde and Grant will be gone, but 1972 board chairman Curtis 
Tunnell, of the Fifth District, has signified this will be his last term. too. 
He has admitted the job hasn’t held any real attraction for him since the 
losing battle he fought with environmentalists a year ago over rezoning of 
the El Capitan Ranch. The board was forced at that time to void a rezoning 
ordinance favoring the ranchowner, Jules Berman, by a referendum 
measure.

was the closest to Hanoi in more

.Military spokesmen said the U.S 
plane was escorting B52 bombers 
Wednesday when its electronic gear 
detected a “ lock-on” by the North 
Vietnamese radar. 


The F105 fired a missile at the 
radar site with unknown results, the 
U.S, command said. 


.Military sources said it was 64 
miles south of Hanoi, closer than 
any other raid since the American 
strike on the Son Tay prisoner of 
war camp in .November of 1970.

DEAR POLLY—I think our kitchen ceiling is plas­ 
terboard and it has a crack where water leaked in. 
I hope someone can tell me the proper way to mend

DEAR POLLY—My Pet Peeve concerns cotton-filled 
toys with labels that indicate they are machine-washable, 
but when washed they get lumpy. The only stuffed toys 1 
have found to be machine-washable are those filled with 
foam and homemade ones filled with old nylons The lat­ 
ter can also be dried in the dryer which fluffs them up 
but, of course, those with foam rubber filling cannot be 
so dried.—LILLIAN 


DE.AR POLLY—Helen wanted to know how to remove 
indentations in "her carpet made by furniture. I have re­ 
moved these by putting a bit of water in each hole and 
allowing it to dry. Use just enough water to wet the nap 
but no more. For deep indentations, it may be necessary 
to do this twice. When dry, rub with the fingers to raise 
the nap. I have used this method on wool, nylon and cot­ 
ton carpet.—MRS. L. H. M. 


DEAR POLLY and HELEN—I have deep pile rugs and 
to remove the flat spots that appear after moving furni­ 
ture I use the end of my sweeper hose without any at­ 
tachment and on full suction. This lifts the pile up to its 
original shape.—STELLA 


DEAR POLLY - I was 
about to discard a very old, 
inexpensive 
a l u m i n u m 
p e r c o l a t o r - t y p e 
coffeepot but 
used it 
to 
make a unique flower con­ 
tainer. I saved egg shells 
and, using that popular all­ 
purpose milky white glue, I 
glued pieces of the shells 
all over the pot. Next I 
painted them shiny white

I follow the pattern, but the sides of the afghan 
are not staying even and straight but get larger and 
slanted. I have tried skipping 2 extra sts. at begin­ 
ning of each row but this does not help. Nothing 
^ seem s to be wrong as I have checked and rechecked 
- the pattern for mistakes. Any ideas, anvbodv?—

DEAR POLLY—1 want to tell Margaret I remove can­ 
dle wax marks from PAINTED walls with an ice cube 
After it thoroughly hardens the wax so it is not pliable, 
use tweezers to gently loosen the edges, then slowly and 
carefully push a dull knife under the hard wax. Just pull 
it off in one piece as it is frozen together and will not fall 
apart.—TERRY 


DEAR POLLY—I hope my Pointer helps other parents 
with children who are unable to swallow a pill or capsule. 
I tried all sorts of things until, in desperation, I had my

“ A Book About A Jungle" 
“ The conversion of our 
apartment from a normal, 
barren 
city 
cave 
to 
a 
tropical jungle began quite 
by 
accident 
one 
bleak 
winter day." That's the 
beginning 
of 
the 
intro­ 
duction to an 
intriguing 
book about growing plants 
in the living room of a New 
York 
apartment. 
The 
author. Richard W. Langer 
acknowledges 
the 
assistance of his wife who 
“ adjusted happily to living 
in a jungle. " 
In that atmosphere the 
reader begins to experience 
vicariously the selecting, 
the potting and the caring 
for exotic 
plants grown 
from salvaged seeds, and 
pits and cuttings. 
The twenty-four brief and 
clearly 
written 
chapters 
explore the life habits of 
mangoes, 
pineapples. 
Chinese 
gooseberries, 
prickly pears and papyas, to 
mention only a few. The 
author presents, in enough 
detail 
mixed 
with 
light 
humor, the broad 
infor­ 
mation he has gathered 
about the native growing 
conditions of his carefully 
chosen seeds and plants He 
explains his own successes 
and 
near 
disasters 
in 
growing them m-doors. 


“ We had fresh mango for 
desert.’* he says. “ After one 
bite I stopped suddenly. A 
pit Impossible. How could I 
miss something that size'/ 
No. no. I mean, where is it? 
I threw them out ... It was 
one of those moments I was 
glad ours was an older 
apartment, 
without 
a 
convenient 
incinerator 
chute. 
I 
dashed to 
the 
kitchen, where I 
rooted 
around in the garbage like a 
pig for truffles, rising at 
last triumphantly with two 
beautiful mango pits. The 
mango 
seed 
retains 
its 
viability for a short time 
only. 
The 
Western 
Hemisphere did not get the 
mango until the eighteenth 
century because ships were 
too slow. ... I discovered 
that the mango has been 
under successful cultivation 
for almost four thousand 
years in its native region of 
northeastern India. ... All I 


wanted now was a sprout ... 
Three months passed and I 
admit I was discouraged ... 
but still no mango 
Two 
weeks 
later 
I 
had 
an 
answer 
A 
three-inch 
sprout, pale and skinny and 
bare, shooting up at the rate 
of almost half an inch a day. 
When the sprout was about 
four inches tall, the first 
tiny leaves, four of them all 
told, began to extend them­ 
selves in the form of a 
graceful crown at the apex 
With its long stem and 
crown of leaves, my mango 
in its early stage looked like 
a miniature palm." That's 
part of the chapter on “ The 
Case of the Malingering 
Mango". 
Another is “ Pointers on 
Pineapples" in which is a 
discussion of the acid soil 
pineapples require. He says, 
"Coffee grounds are rich in 
acid. The coffee grounds 
should be rinsed until the 
water running through them 
comes out fairly clean Then 
they should be thoroughly 
dried. I decided on a soil 
mixture of half potting soil, 
one fourth humus and one 
fourth 
coffee 
grounds." 
Other fascinating chapters 
are 
“ Ponderings on 
the 
Pithy Pomegranate . "The 
Likeable Litchi From the 
Land of Jade" and ' The 
Marmalade Patch". 


The 
summary 
chapter 
philosophizes “ An 
indoor 
jungle is a personal thing .. 
The most important thing is 
to really want to grow 
plants. 
I'm 
not 
saying 
they’re emotional and will 
feei rejected if you don’t 
treat them as part of the 
family. But it’s only natural 
that they will be better 
cared 
for 
if 
you're 
interested in them,"

the lack of 
proper ground cover. 
Trees, shrubs, vines and 
grass provide a protective 
cover for precious topsoil, 
says the A AN, because they 
hold the soil together and 
protect it from ravishing 
elements. 
The nurserymen point out 
that the planting of grass, 
shrubs and vines on sloping 
land will prevent erosion by 
wind and water. Wind is a 
serious threat to land For 
example, a 40-mile-an-hour 
wind has about four times 
as much power to pick up 
soil and blow it away as 
does a 20-mile-an-hour wind 
However, trees, shrubs and 
grass planted as protective 
barriers will alleviate this 
destructive common form 
of erosion. 
As a part of their national 
campaign 
for 
“ Green 
Survival” local nurserymen 
offer counsel and technical 
assistance 
on

methods of avoiding soil 
erosion.

Azaleas, like 
African Violets, will bloom 
longer if given plenty of 
daylight but no direct sun. 


Indoors, the plants will 
want more water and the 
amount will depend upon 
the individual variety.

blooming plants moist 
but not standing in water 
This includes Poinsett ias. 
Azaleas. Chrysanthemums. 
African 
Violets 
and 
Cyclamen Don’t allow the 
plants to completely dry out 
from lack of water 
If a 
plant should dry out. soak 
the roots — pot and all — in 
a bucket ol water lor about 
10 minutes to revive it 
How long to keep the plant 
indoors will depend upon the 
type Indoor foliage plants 


will continue to provide 
beauty indoors indefinitely; 
blooming plants w ill want to 
be transplanted into the 
garden as the flowers fade 
Cut “Mums back to about 6 
inches and plant them in a 
sunnv location. Usually, five 
plants are included in a six- 
inch size pot 
Plant Azaleas in shadier 
locations; Cvclamen in the 


inland valleys will want 
partial shade Poinsettias? 
Once the flowers are gone, 
just place the potted plant in 
the garage or on the porch 
Forget it until early spring 
after the danger of frost 
has passed Then, cut the 
stalks back to about 12

Pension reform 


President 
Nixon's 
proposed 
pension 
reform bill has run into flak both in and out 
of Congress, which is par for the course. 
New York Republican Sen. Jacob K 
Javits, a leading advocate of pension 
reform, welcomes the President's support 
for the cause but complains that he has not 
gone far enough. 
Sigmund 
M. 
Hyman, 
president 
of 
Pension 
Planners of Baltimore, 
Inc., 
whose firm of consulting actuaries designs 
and administers pension programs for 
corporations and unions, calls the proposal 
“ a 
mixed 
bag 
of 
constructive 
and 
exceptionally risky elements.' 
Under the Nixon plan, the government 
would for the first time set up federal 
“ vesting" standards to protect a worker's 
rights to pension benefits even if he leaves 
his job before retirement age. 
Under a complex “ Rule of 50," a worker 
would acquire rights to half his pension 
when his age and years of service total 50 
— for instance, if he were 45 and had been 
employed for five years. Thereafter, 
vesting rights would accumulate at 10 per 
cent a year so that at age 55 he would be 
fully vested. 
The 
plan 
would 
also 
permit 
any 
individual to claim tax deductions for 
contributions to a personal “ retirement 
savings plan" and would raise the ceiling 
on tax deductions allowed self-employed 
persons who have set up retirement 
programs under existing federal law 
Javits' major complaint is that the 
President’s plan is weighted too much in 


favor of older workers, einpnasizing age 
over length of service. A worker would not 
be eligible to begin accumulating vesting 
rights until the age of 30. no matter how 
long he had been employed. 
Pension expert Hvman charges that only 
a tiny percentage of the 14 million persons 
the 
administration 
claims 
would 
theoretically be eligible to take advantage 
of the tax deduction provision would 
actually be benefited 
“ It is inconceivable." he says, “ that any 
substantial portion of the 14 million, most 
of whom according to the administration 
earn less than $15,000 a year, will have 
sufficient disposable 
income to avail 
themselves of this provision. " 
Both critics agree that one area in which 
the plan does not go far enough is in doing 
something about making sure that pension 
money is available when it comes time for 
a worker to collect it. Both advocate built- 
in 
government guarantees to protect 
workers who now lose retirement benefits 
because 
of 
corporate 
bankruptcy 
or 
mismanagement. 
This could possibly be in the form of an 
insurance program not unlike the FD1C 
which protects bank savings deposits, says 
Hyman. 
These deficiencies in the administration 
plan 
should 
be 
balanced 
against 
its 
benefits, as well as against the even more 
serious déficiences that now exist in the 
pension field. At long last federal law 
would make some order out of and put 
more equity 
into the hodgepodge of 
existing plans.

Meandering with Jackson 
So soon? 


When Senator Barry Goldwater 
was asked to comment on the 
prospective 
entry 
in 
the 
New 
Hampshire primary of a Republican 
conservative, he used the kind of 
language people used to use when 
contemplating the entry of Barry 
Goldwater in the Presidential race 
of 1964 The idea of opposing Mr. 
Nixon from the right, said Senator 
Goldwater. is a threat “ to the entire 
party, the entire country, the entire 
free world, and freedom itself.” 
The statement bears analysis. It is 
most easily interpreted as anti- 
extremist in its implications. I.e., it 
is understood as cold water thrown 
on an insurgency from the right 
wing aimed at unsettling the hold 
Richard 
Nixon 
has 
on 
the 
Republican Party. 
As 
such, 
the 
d is a v o w a l 
is 
applauded 
by 
the 
Republican establi­ 
shment, and indeed 
by 
the 
establishment 
in 
general, 
which 
frowns on splinter 
movements, 
other 
hand, 
a 
close 
examination of Senator Goldwater’s 
remarks can hardly commend them 
to Democrats and Independents. 
What Senator Goldwater said is that 
unless Mr Nixon is re-elected, we 
may see an end to the Republican 
Party, to the United States of 
America, to the free world, and to 
freedom itself. 
Now if that is true, — ie „ if the 
fate of the world hangs on so slender 
a thread 
as the re-election of 
Richard Nixon — we are entitled to 
ask 
why1* And, more specifically, 
entitled to ask what has Senator 
Goldwater done to prevent such a 
development0 If the assertion of an 
independent conservative voice in 
the New Hampshire primary is a 
domino 
which 
could 
collapse 
Nixons chances for re-election, 
leaving us at the mercy of a 
Democratic 
President, 
whose 
election 
would 
knock over 
the 
succeeding domino, letting us drop 
into the abyss: then, of course, we 


would need to know how it is that we 
got that way, and why Senator 
Goldwater and other conservatives 
haven't 
been 
warning 
us 
with 
catonic insistence that that is the 
principal 
witness at 
this great 
inquest If things have become so 
dangerous, why did it all happen 
during a Nixon Presidency0 
Because Congress was dominated 
by Democrats? Well, why didn’t the 
Republican President warn us about 
the consequences of Democratic 
policies? 
And 
anyway, 
what 
did 
the 
Democratic control of Congress 
have to do with the election of 
Allende in Chile, or Ostpolitik in 
Germany, or a Canadian Prime 
Minister who speaks about the 
American threat being greater than 
the Russian threat, or a Middle East 
that has all but been satellized by 
the Soviet Union, or an Indian sub­ 
continent that is now a part of the 
Russian Army, or an Indian Ocean 
that is becoming a Soviet Lake, or a 
defense capability which in the 
opinion of Dr. Teller is so rapidly 
deteriorating 
as 
to 
leave 
us 
powerless within two or three years 
to oppose Soviet policy? 
You cannot blame all of that on 
the Democratic control of Congress. 
That 
is one of the difficulties 
Senator Goldwater has to confront, 
in shaping his attitude towards a

Hampshire 
against Richard Nixon It isn’t as 
though Senator Goldwater abided by 
the rule that it is wrong under any 
circumstances 
to 
oppose 
an 
incumbent President of his own 
party. 
In 
the 
late 
fifties, 
contemplating 
the 
budget 
of 
President 
Eisenhower, 
Senator 
Goldwater said on the floor of the 
Senate 
“ Mr. President, the Republican 
Party is pledged by principle to 
strengthen the basic economy of this 
nation 
by 
the 
achievement 
of 
(certain) aims. To do otherwise 
constitutes 
a 
betrayal 
of 
the 
people’s trust. Yet, here we have 
this abominably high budget request 
which 
is 
the 
epitome 
of 


inconsistency, when compared with 
statements made by me, made bv 
many of my colleagues, and by the 
President in 1952. “ 
It may be that the projected 
venture of Congressman Ashbrook 
will prove to be counter-productive. 
That 
is 
a 
question 
of 
tactics 
concerning which men of identical 
political opinions might disagree. 
But Mr. Ashbrook s entry into the 
race is the expression of an elan 
vital in the conservative movement 
which has been strangely muted 
during the past several years, in 
Congress, 
where 
the 
stout 
old 
soldiers of conservatism used to do 
round-the-clock duty. No American 
conservative can ever live long 
enough to requite the debt he feels to 
Barry Goldwater. But he taught us 
so well, we cannot now, agreeing 
with him that the world threat is 
apocalyptic, accept with continuing 
docility the policies responsible for 
leading us to the brink.

In the face of publicity on tax 
reform and reapportionment, a bill 
by Assemblyman Walter Karabian 
on prison reform quietly wended its 
way through the labrynth of the 
legislative process, until it was 
killed in the Assembly in July 
Regardless of what happens to the 
legislation, in the future the basic 
provisions will be a subject of 
debate for a long time to come.

Getting 
down to the nitty 
gritty however, is 
another matter 


Karabian’s original bill which was 
introduced in the Spring of last year, 
would 
have 
provided 
incentive 
programs 
to 
involve 
private 
industry in the employment and 
training of inmates at reasonable 
wages, preparing for a return to a 
life of dignified work, according to 
an editorial favoring the legislation 
bv radio station KFWB. Wages 
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being less dependent upon us. But 
for some reason, when it is the 
youngest, and you suddenly realize 
that there are no more children to 
go through the same process, the 
impact is somewhat greater 
I guess that one consolation is that 
we know it won't be many years 
before our children will be having 
children of their own, and we will 
have the opportunity to revel in the .

would be used to reimburse the state 
for the cost of confinement to 
provide support for families and to 
establish a decent amount of savings 
for the inmate on his release 
What is bound to be a more contro­ 
versial aspect is the bill’s proposal 
which would enable inmates to 
spend time with wives, husbands 
and families. The term, “ conjugal 
visits” has been used to describe the 
latter provision 
Readers may recall that some 
penologists 
have 
opposed 
such 
programs for reasons that are 
varied 


Some penologists maintain such 
visits tend to degrade the inmate 
Instead, 
some 
prisons 
have 
instituted furlough programs on 
weekends close to the release date 
of the inmate All this on the theory 
that a weekend or two spent in this 
way would enable the inmate to 
prepare for his rejoining society 
gradually. 


Another 
important 
feature of 
Karabian’s thinking is the parole of 
prisoners on the minimum sentence 
if certain conditions are met 


Another 
would 
change 
the 
composition and character of the 
parole procedure 


Despite the fact that the bill was 
killed. 
Karabian 
is 
certain 
to 
reintroduce the measure again In 
fact, he has stumped the state to 
drum up support 


The measure would do for state 
prisons much of what has been 
accomplished in the federal prison 
system in whole or in part. For 
example the federal system at least 
as it is reflected in the Federal 
Correctional Institution long ago 
abolished industrial activity when it 
outlived its functional usefulness 
For example the FCI eliminated a 
program of shirt making when it 
was determined that there were no 
jobs on the outside for skilled male 
seamstresses 
f 


And for the same fundamental 
philosophy, a lithographic printing 
program was pushed 


Most will remember the story 
about the legislator who asked the 
inmate if he was learning a trade he 
could use when he was released 
“ Yes," replied the inmate. “ If I can 
lind some place that makes license 
plates.” 


The provision on conjugal visits 
has an uncertain future, but that on 
a revision of the industrial set up 
with the possibility of adequate 
wages, is an exciting possibility.
